This horse was always a good mod fun- 
ner and as he has some pretensions to fair class 
ana was only carrying 99 pounds 20 to 1 was 
cetainly a false price apainst him Dagan 
rode Damocles and after getting off in front 
led all the way, eventually winning by three- 
quarters of a length from Antiquary. 

Tom Barrett’s filly Brownie Anderson, heavily 
backed at 15 tol, won the five and a half fur- 
longs two-year-old race in game fashion from 
Lomond and Tildee. Barrett’s horses are 
always well supported by the speculators and 
the filly’s win was popular. 

It took Maty Kinsella two minutes aod 
twelve seconds to run the nine farlongs of the 
second race bat nothing else could ran faster 
and she won away off by herself. Pacemaker, 
with Burns in the saddle, was a 7 to 10 favorite 
bnt he never was dangerous and was even 
bsaten oat of eecond plac i by Pinkey Potter.

SECRETARY CROFT DEAD. 

T. M. Croft, secretary of the Brighton Beach 
Association, died at his home in Brooklyn last 
Saturday. Morning Telegraph says of the dead 
official: 

“The death of Mr. Croft was entirely unex- 
pected. He bad been round about the race- 
track latterly Rnd in apparent good health. 
He expired suddenly and without any premoni- 
tion of his end Saturday morning at his home 
in Brooklyn from heart failure. 

“Mr. Croft was 51 years old, and he leaves a 
widow and one son about 16 years of age. He 
had been intimately connected for many years 
both with theatrical enterprises and with rac- 
ing. His father was an Englishman and bis 
mother a Qnaker. Along akont 1885 he 
was a sort of confidential sgent for the 
Maplescn Opera Troupe, having charge of the 
box office. 8hortly after that Mr. Withers em- 
ployed him to have an oversight over the 
financial affairs of Monmouth Park. He re- 
mained with Mr. Withers until the death of the 
latter, and then, in conjunction with Judge Mon- 
son, had considerable to do in the settlement 
of the estate. About a year ago, after the 
death of Charles Victor Sass, Mr. Croft was 
employed by Mr. Eogeman as secretary of the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association. Mr. 
Croft was a man of meny amiable qualities and 
he was well liked by a largo circle of acquaint- 
ances, both in racing and in the theatrical 
profession.” 

AS TO IMP. 

Charles E. Bro3eman, who trains that great 
mare Imp for her performances this season, that 
entitle her to the term, says of her: “Turfmen 
in the £ast have always been inclined to nnder- 
rate Imp, bnt that, takiDg her performances as 
a whole, she is the greatest mare seen on the 
turf in America for many pears, is now every- 
where conceded. I was criticised severely at 
the beginning of the season for the system of 
training which I followed ont with h»r; many 
trainers, as well as tnrf writeis, claiming that 
I started ker too frequently, and worked her 
too bard between racas, but the proof of the 
pudding is in the eating, and ter Suburban, 
Brighton Handicap and other victories down to 
last Saturday show that I knew the mare better 
than my critics. Today she is in as good Bhape 
as at aDj time in her career, sound as a bell, 
and every year her ability to stay seems to im- 
prove, while she has never shown the slightest 
symptom of Bareness. As a two-year-old, I had 
difficulty in getting her to do even a half mile, 
and nntil two years ago a mile was her limit, 
that is, at her bast. Last year she ran and 
woq at a mile and an eighth and a mile and a 
quarter, and this year 6he has won races at a 
mile and a quarter, smashing records several 
times, carrying weights that would stop any 
horse in America. I have not the exact data 
now, but I am quite positive that Imp has 
been ‘in the money’ more than a hundred times 
doring her career, and if Mr. Harness and I do 
not necide to breed her this year, she will be ‘in 
the money’ maoy times more.”— Spirit of the 
Times.
